INTRODUCTION. 



There are few experienced seamen who will not be able to 
recollect occasions, where they have felt the want of some con- 
trivance, by means of which ships of different nations might be 
enabled to make known their wants, or communicate any intelli- 
gence of importance, (such as news of peace or war, of blockades, 
embargoes, contagious diseases, &c.) without the delay and in- 
convenience usually attending any attempt at speaking ; or when 
from their ignorance of each other's language, even this might 
be impracticable. 

It can scarcely indeed be doubted, that many lives, and much 
Ysluable property might often be preserved, were there established 
some code of signals common to all countries, by which a foreign 
vessel could be warned of any danger, or be enabled herself 
to point out the exact nature of any assistance she might require. 
Nor would it be unimportant, either, that Naval Officers should 
thus have frequent opportunities afforded them, for paying those 
attentions, and rendering such useful offices to one another, as 
may tend, perhaps, in no slight degree, to promote feelings of 
harmony and good will amongst foreigners. 

The signals hitherto in use, although excellent in other re- 
spects, are not calculated for the above purposes. They are all 
alphabetically arranged ; and as they could not therefore be 
translated into other languages, without some change of form, 
they can only be made the medium of communication between 
vessels of the same country. From the variety of colours em-

ployed in them^ they may be liable, besides, to some confusion 
when seen from afar; and from the expense attending them, 
mtist be necessarily confined to our larger and richeY class of 
traders. 

In the plan here proposed, it has been the object of the author 
to unite the greatest possible economy of means, with sufficient 
extension of application ; so that while his scheme might be 
placed within the reach of the smallest coasting vessel, it should 
at the same time be found comprehensive enough for all the 
ordinary exigencies of foreign commerce. 

The number of flags has been reduced from sixteen to five 
only, one of which may be the National Jack ; and as these are 
distinguished by shape rather than by colour, they will be easily 
made out at a much greater distance. 

How far, however, he has succeeded in this attempt, to form 
what may be considered in some sort, a kind of universal lan- 
guage for seamen, must be left for others to decide ; the utility of 
such an undertaking will depend indeed in a great measure upon 
an early and extensive circulation, in promoting which he may 
be peimitted to claim the aid of those, who think it likely to prove 
generally advantageous.

Note. — ^The numbers of tbe Alphabetical^ and Numeral si^als^ are to be 
made over a Wheft^ and will be best shown at the Gafif end. 

When using the former for the purpose of spelling any words, or proper 
names, the Wheft should be hoisted singly at the end of each, as a stop, or 
finishing signal ; and in like manner after each number when complete, if 
it be followed by another numeral. 

Where an alphabetical or numeral signal, is followed as well as preceded 
by a sentence, it would not be necessary to haul down the distinguishing Ball. 

If a number be required exceeding one hundred, it must be made by two 
distinct signals : the symbols being limited to six only, some such expedient 
was unavoidable.

Note. — ^Tbere are many languag'es which differ so materially from each 
other in their idiom and construction, that it might not be expedient for 
foreigners to attempt any long communication, by means of the Vocabulary 
atone ; unless when they may happen to be in some degree acquunted with 
the language of the persons addressed : it has been compiled principally for 
the purpose of filling up, by a word or two, such sentences as have been left 
incomplete in the former part, and in order that vessels from the same coun- 
try may communicate more freely together. Whenever it may become 
necessary, however, to make use of this portion of the work, in addressing 
ships of a different nation, the following remarks should be attended to ; 
remembering always that vessels making signals, should have recourse to 
the " Alphabetical Index ;'* while those answering them, will refer to the 
" Vocabulary," as numerically arranged. 

In French, Spanish, Italian, and Portuguese, the negative, as well as the ac- 
cusative pronoun, usually precede the verb, as 16.56.525. " I not can," for 
16.525.56. "I can not,'' or "am not abl^," 23.21.1543. ; "we him saw," for 
23.1543.21. *' we saw him," as it would be expressed in the English, Gennan 
and Dutch languages. 

With the exception of the auxiliaries. Be, Have, Be able. Ought, Must, 
&c. (for which see Sentences, page 18.) each verb throughout the whole of 
its conjugation, is to be expressed by a single signal ; as 565. " to meet, 
meet, meeting, meets, met :" but if it should be wished to designate more 
particularly, the exact sense in which any word is intended to be used, the 
signal No. 461. "past tense," 462. "future," or 463. "conditional," may 
be prefixed ; as 23.462.534. " we shall endeavour." It would be better al- 
ways to employ the compound form, for the past tense, as 23.512.565. " we 
have met," instead of 23.565. "we met:" and here again it should be ob- 
served, there is a difference in the English and German idiom. Thus 23. 
512.56.1543.21. "we have not seen her," as it would be said in the former, 
should be 23.512.21.56.1543. "we have her not seen," when spoken to a 
Dutch or Prussian vessel. 
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The Terb Do, Does, Did, as an auxiliary, is peculiar to the English tongue, 
and should be avoided in any intercourse with foreigners ; so that 16.536.56. 
1632. "I do not think," should be rendered, 16.1632 56. '' I think not," in 
German ; 16.56.1632. " I not think," in French, Spanish, &c. 

To several of the numbers signifying verbs, an adverb, adjective, substan- 
tive, or other words nearly synonymous, have been added ; as 624. " to stop, 
detain, arrest, embargo :" but the exact sense intended to be conveyed, will 
be usuaUy^imder stood from the rest of the sentence ; or if any ambiguity 
should appear, the message may be worded in some other manner. 

Some words apparently dissimilar have been represented by a single signal, 
they arc such, however, as in other languages may be expressed by the same 
term: as 561. "to arrive, to happen," in French, ''arriver;" 65. ^'than, 
that," in French, ** que," in Italian, "che." So likewise 556. " to come, 
have just," may in French be rendered by one verb, as 21.556.561. "il vient 
d'arriver," in English literally, " he comes to arrive," would mean, " he has 
just arrived," or, " there has just happened." 

The nominative pronoun must be invariably given : in Spanish, Italian, 
and Portuguese, it is frequently omitted in conversation as well as writing; 
using for distinction the proper person of the verb alone : as " abbiamo," 
" hemos," for *' we have." 

The English term ''must," can only be translated by "it is necessary," in 
French and Italian ; they are both therefore expressed by one number 526 ; 
as are also " can, could, may, might," which must be given by the present, 
past, future, or conditional tenses, of the verb " to be able," 525. 

In the same manner, for " ought" and " should" must be used the verb 
•* to owe," 531. for "would" the conditional of "to wish" or "to will," 
1635. 

The comparative degree of adjectives should be marked by the word 
" more," 261. which when preceded by the definite article, 13. would also 
signify " most," or the superlative : as 261.2315. " more far," for "farther;" 
13.261.2315. "the most far," for "farthest;" such being the only mode of 
comparison which the French tongue admits of. 

Some words of frequent recurrence in other languages, would be unin- 
telligible if addressed from this vocabulary to those unacquainted with them : 
such are 15. "y," 14. " en," in the French; 15. "vi, ci," 14. "ne," in the 
Italian ; signifying " in it, or to it, to them, or there," " of it." A more 
primitive mode of expression must be adopted in communicating with 
strangers; thus 15.14.521.53, (numeral) "ven crano tre," " there were three 
of them," if made from the following signals by a Genoese, to an English 
vessel, would be better understood by substituting 15.521.53. (num.) 31.25. 
Although this would be at variance with all the rules of Italian composition. 
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Words with the prefix " uu-'' signifying contrariety, have been generally 
omitted ; they could only be translated into languages derived from the Latin 
by means of a negative: 56.1523. ''not like/' for example, for "unlike;" 
56.525. " not able," for " unable." 

Other similar observations might be added, but enough may have been 
said, perhaps, to point out the manner in which the foUomng part should be 
used by those who are ignorant of any speech but their own, and to guard 
against the confusion that would otherwise arise where a dictionary alone is 
employed in conversing with foreigners. Cases will often occur at sea, or 
on a distant shore, in which the application of signal flags to a vocabulary, 
capable of being understood by foreigners, would be of material importance 
to seamen ; whose wants, though urgent, may generally be made known in a 
very few words. The sentences alone, although they might suffice for most 
occasions, could never have been extended so as to embrace every possible 
variety of circumstance, in times of distress or danger. 

Some difficulty has been found in selecting terms adapted to translation, 
and it may here be observed, that the experiment has already been made of 
turning the greater part of this work into the principal European languages.

NIGHT SIGNALS. 



Night Signals have not usually been introduced into any code 
intended for merchantmen ; but it is obvious how frequently the 
safety of a vessel, or that of her crew, must depend upon their 
being able at once to make knovm their danger in the dark, so 
as to procure timely assistance ; and it might often besides be of 
great importance, to give or receive intelligence in the night time. 

In the' present plan, one or two accompanying lights are in- 
troduced, in order to distinguish the signals from those in use on 
board ships of war. 

The fifteen sentences given in page 134, are to be distin- 
guished by a single light shewn separately at the mast head ; 
the accompanying numbers being made with the forms indicated 
in page 133 ; but the same disposition of lights may be made 
applicable to any of the foregoing signals as a night telegraph, 
by substituting No. 1, two lights vertically disposed, for the dis- 
tinguishing signal. In this latter case, the figures composing 
the number of any signal in the sentences, vocabulary, &c. 
should be given one by one, followed by a distinguishing stop at 
the end of each, when completed. 

Thus a single light, used as a stop, following the last figure of 
any number, will refer to the sentences. Three lights disposed 
in form B. will be the stop for the alphabet and numeral signals. 
Form C. will indicate the vocabulary. And one, two, or three 
flashes or muskets, will mark the geographical tables I., II., 
and III. 

The lights should be shewn, where practicable, at a distance 
of not less than twelve feet firom each other. 
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In any combination of three or four figures in the telegraph, if 
two of them should happen to be expressed by a single form in 
page 138, they need not be given separately. Thus, 1423, "Our 
boat is adrift, will you pick her up ?'' may be made in two signals,

The answer is to be a single light. 

If the night should be tolerably light, with sufficient wind to 
display the forms of the flags, the ordinary day signals might be 
made use of, since they are not distinguished by variety of 
colours.

It may be necessary sometimes in thick weather, either to 
make signals of distress to a neighbomang shore, or to apprise 
vessels keeping company of some change in the course, or of 
danger, or other events. In the preceding scheme, by each dot 
is intended to be represented a gun, or musket ; — by the lines, a 
pause of three or four minutes^ duration; — and by the lesser 
tpacesy an interval not exceeding forty seconds, between each 
discharge. 

The answer is to be a single gun, or musket, after a delay of 
about ten minutes. 



SIGNALS WITH BELLS. 



Ships' Bells might occasionally be brought into use as a kind 
of telegraph during a fog, or at night time, where vessels may be 
anchored near to each other, and when it might be inconvenient 
to shew any lights. 

For this purpose let a preparatory peal be first rung for the 
space of about two minutes, and if this be answered by another 
peal, or by a musket, the figures composing any signal in the 
sentences may next be given, by striking a corresponding num- 
ber of blows upon the bell : leaving an interval between each 
stroke, of about thirty seconds; and between every figure, of 
about two minutes. When the whole number is complete, the 
peal should be again repeated and answered as before. 

If two distinct peals follow the signal, it will refer to the voca- 
bulary : it can scarcely be necessary to use the alphabet, nume- 
ral or geographical tables, under such circumstances. 
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EXAMPLE.

Under ordinary circumstances, the sentences in the first part 
of this work might be found sufficient, perhaps, for all purposes 
of convoy ; but in time of war it would become necessary to in- 
troduce some private signals, by which either particular move- 
ments might be directed when in sight of an enemy, or the 
presence of any stranger be immediately detected. 
Such for instance as — 

" We shall steer the following course immediately after dark : 
no lights to be shewn.*' 

^^ A stranger has joined the fleet.'' 
^^ Shew the number of your convoy instructions." 
^' The convoy signals are changed as follows." 
Twenty-four numbers, therefore, are given above, to be filled 
up at the discretion of the vessel convoying. 

If the plan here proposed should be generally adopted, there 
would be an evident advantage in using symbols common to most 
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merchantmen, who might thus be enabled to repeat all convoy 
signals : and with that view the following corresponding flags 
may be suggested for his Majesty's service. 

Pendant — ^White with red fly to be used for No. 1. 

Flag — Blue pierced white .... for No. 2. 



Ouidon — Yellow 

Comette — ^White with red fly 

Ball — 

Vane — Blue with two white crosses

PRIVATE SIGNALS AND CYPHER. 



Private Signals in time of war, or for commercial purposes, 
may easily be formed on the present plan, by merely altering 
the order of numbers iu Plate 1, so that each flag should repre- 
sent a different figure : excepting the ball only. No. 5, which as 
it occurs sometimes twice in the same number, must remain 
unchanged. 

EXAMPLE I.

Sig." plate 1, or otherwise; the communication 
may proceed with the altered flags : the vane (No. 6.) represent- 
ing number 1 ; the comette (4) representing 2, &c. ; so that 3216 
would be made by the flag, comette, vane, and pendant

A more complicated disguise might be formed by using seve- 
ral different letters, to represent a single figure ; or, by multiplying 
the characters, and forming them into a running hand, and 
mingling them with the letters and numbers; or, by having 
different mutations in the key, after a certain number of lines or 
words should have been written, or upon some arbitrary sign 
being added. 

If it should be required to establish a cypher with its key by 
means of signals, this intended application of any given change 
in the numbers, or the substitution of any letters for them, should 
be notified by using the numeral signal 526 for that purpose. 
See page 25. The cypher may then be marked in its proper 
column, plate 1.

The numbers refer to those among tlie sentences, which have 
been marked by an asterisk.

SEMAPHORE & MANUAL TELEGRAPH 



A Semaphore, of very simple construction, may be used to 
express any of the foregoing signals. 

It should consist of a beam or staff, having two moveable arms 
at the upper extremity, to one of which a circular board or ball 
may be fixed. If it be a permanent construction and of suffi- 
cient size, the ball or index arm, may be placed at= the upper 
end ; having the plain or numeral arm about twelve feet below 
it, — each being six feet in length : but if a machine of more 
portable form be required, one arm alone would siuffice, the ball 
being attached and removed at pleasure. 

The figures of each number must be first given with the plain 
arm, followed by a distinguishing stop with the ball or index arm, 
pointing out that part to which the signal refers. Or, if there 
be two arms, the upper or indicatory sign may accompany the 
numbers. From the rapidity with which the arms could be 
moved, little time would be lost in thus giving the figures one 
by one. 

The distinguishing sign for the geographical tables must be 
repeated a second or third time, for parts II. and III. 

Examples. — ^4,2,6,5. stop to sentences — 4,2,1,3. stop to sent. 
— 3,5,2. stop to geog. tab. twice made. 

^^You must perform quarantine; has the plague ceased at 
Alexandria ?"

Immediately above the head.... for No. 2.

These should be followed by a distinguishing signal with the 
hat alone, —

And a handkerchief faistened cornerwise, shewn once, twice, 
or thrice, for the geographical tables I., II., or III.

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BOAT SIGNALS. 



It happens not unfrequently that Boats are detached to a 
considerable distance, either to procure supplies, or for the pur- 
pose of sounding, or in pursuit of some vessel ; when it might be 
desirable to make a direct communication, without the necessity 
of returning on board. 

The following plan will be found adapted to the mimns with 
which almost every boat is provided, or which may be supplied 
at a very trifling expence. They consist in two balls, a flag, 
and pendant ; for which, however, may be substituted a hat, or 
jacket rolled up ; a handkerchief, displayed square ; or one tied 
comerwise. They should be shewn at the end of an oar or stafil 

In making any message, the figures as represented below, must 
be first given as in the semaphore, followed by a distinguishing 
stop when the number of each signal is completed ; and that for 
the geographical part, should be repeated once or twice, for 
tables II. and III. The answer to be a pendant.

As it may be found desirable sometimes to point out more 
particularly the sea-marks, shoals, and channels, in the neigh- 
bourhood of any anchorage ; number 6, hoisted vertically, (as 
No. 7. above) and shewn separately, will distinguish the signals 
for these, and other local objects. 

The pilots and traders of each sea-port, will best be able to 
decide upon such communications as may be necessary : these 
may afterwards be collected, -and arranged alphabetically in a 
supplementary part. 

It would not be requisite that such signals should be generally 
intelligible to foreigners : they will be different of course in every 
separate coimtry : the first five, however, are given, that they 
may be understood by all.
